Jennie Chin，Chinese 耳 ospital 
social worker，reiterated the vital 
role that family and friends play 
in the eventual recovery of elderly 
convalescent patients， “Luckily， 
community persons have at least 
one friend or relative who helps 
out, comes to visit，and who foots 
the bill, Its a jerry-built system，

INSURMOUNTABLE 

She emphasizes the dislocations 
of transfers out of the community， 
both on the patient and his friends 
and relatives， The language 


barrier is _ oftentimes insurmount- 
able outside the community，she 
explained. The patient may havea 
fractured hip，and because he or 
she can't speak English， cant 
communicate the injury to the 
staff. Doctors are only reqtiired to 
come in once a month to check on 
patients. Sometimes a patient has 
a fractured hip for two weeks oOFT 
more before it is detected.， 

Chin said that in San KErancisco， 
because of the nearness of famijly 
and friends to the patient，they 
usually find out that something is 
wrong and tell the doctor， 

She _ also pointed out that 
because of the large number of 
Chinese patients in San Erancisco 
nursing hospitals，Chinese-speak- 
ing doctors drop-in on Patients 
who have "used up” their one paid
